NEW NOVICE ‘80 METER BAND | 


The FCC has amended its rules to relocate the Novice and Technician 
Operator privileges in the 80 meter band. The SO Khz segment, 3700-3750 
Will be 2675-3725 effective March 16, 1991. The rule change is being 
made to help reduce the mutual interference between Canadian phone 
stations and U.S. Amateurs using CW. The power limit is still 200 
watts.

., Most of you have heard about the No-Code license. There has not 
bean much publicity to _non-hams. In order. ta promote Amateur Radio, the 
ARRL has advised their volunteer examiners that they may retain up to 
$4.00 of the $5.25 testing fee, as long as it is used to promote exam 
Opportunities and to help offset expenses directly incurred in 
operating the test session. That includes cost of publicity. 


If a non-ham inquires, the study material is the Novice and 
Technician theory: and rules. Elements 2 (Novice test) and 3A 
(Technician test) is given for a total of S55 questions. Of course the 
addition of passing the 5S wpm code, will give the person HF privileges, 
that the old Technician enjoyed.
